Todd, 

Thank you for discussing with me yesterday the plans we have for 
work at the Red and Bonita. I am following up on the our 
conversation about managing the adit discharge from the Red and 
Bonita during the adit entry activities we hope to perform in October. 
As discussed, the plan is to create a temporary retention basin 
immediately below and along the county road within the Success 
Placer claim that will allow for the suspended solids to settle and be 
contained before filtering the flow and discharging it to the drainage 
into Cement Creek.. Initial estimates of the size will be at least 100 x 
20 feet and 3 to 4 feet deep. The current plan is to perform this work 
in late September and early October 2012. 

Following the entry and investigation of the adit, the 
precipitated/settled solids collected within the retention pond will be 
removed and managed by EPA as part of the response action. In 
addition, the pond area will be restored and stabilized so as to prevent 
erosion. However, if it is acceptable to you and it is determined to be 
advantageous to leave the retention pond in place pending actions 
that may be carried out next year, then we will discuss that option.
